Almost all the ladies ride astride on 
horseback, and wear the " lioli.kii, ' a sort 
of .Mother Ilulilniil dress, whose ample 
dimensions ]ierniil of the freest iiioveiiient. 

Honolulu possijsses a national iiaiid, con- 
diicled by Professor Berger, a former liaiid- 
iiiaster in the (leriiiaii army. The music 
t hey play is nat ioiial us well as operatic, 
ami indiviiiual iiieinliers ,if the organization 
arc said to cnmpare favoiably with Signer 
Libi'rati, the entire band being not far be- 
hind, if at all, (liliiiore's celebrated pcr- 
foriiuua.

Buildinifs Blown to Pieces — Liiri^-e 
^rees Ui)r()t)te(i uiid Two Towns 
Btiiilv Wreeked. 



Cokm;i.i,, Ills., .luiie ■20.— A cyclone 
swept over this county west of here this 
afternoon and every thing in its path 
was destroyed. The path of this storm was 
about eighty rods in width. The storm 
lirst struck the house of ,S. I*. Plyiuer, tore 
it to pieces, and carried the ruins a ipiar- 
tci of a mile The two bouses of Win. 
Vaiicaiiip ami ,], \V. Bradley were badly 
damaged. The bouse of Win. Sutcliirc was 
partly wrecked. The house of \V. S. Coii- 
lii'r was torn to pieces, and Oimier and his 
wife were both badly injured. A school 
house \vas blown entirely away, and tho 
young son of .Mr. Morrison was badly hurt. 
Several other houses were partly wrecked. 
About a mile to the north the cyclone 
struck the houae of C. C. Leonard, and des- 
troyed it and injured five of his sons, one 
very seriously. JTor four miles the oyolone 
left ruin in its path. At Oxniud Creek, 
many trees were blown across the track of 
the VVabash railway. No lives are reported 

EAKFDI, LOSS OV LIKK. 

Eaklvillb, 111., June 20.— A terrible cy- 
clone and cloud burst occurred about five 
miles north of this city, shortly after four 
o'oloeic thin afternoon, which resulted in 
terrible loss of life ancl property, no less 
thiVn fifteen people being killed, and a iiuni- 
ber of houses and barns deinoli.slied. The 
storm came from the south, and swooped 
down on tlu; scboid house, a new building, 
and tore it to pieces. At the time there wore 
but eight persons in the house, and all were 
instantly killed, their bodies being carried 
some distance, and fearfully bruised and 
criushcd. 

I'eter Heanis, an old broom peddler, 
was driving near the achonl house 
when the cyclone struck it, and he, too, 
Was caught uj) and carried somedislaneo ar.d 
slung lifeless into a hedge. His team was 
carried away. Tho house of Newton Wood 
was the next struck, and not a vestige of it 
remains. Tl.e family sought refuge in tiio 
cellar aud escaped. From the school house 
tiie storm continued to the north, tlirou'di 
I'awpaw tirove, and carried with itevery- 
thing moveable. Here the loss of life is re- 
ported to be greater. Seventeen persons 
were killed, twenty houses torn to 
pieces and the eaateru part of the town 
entirely wiped out, and some of the victims 
were carried hundreds of yards and mangled 
almost licyond recognition. The force of 
the cyclone was teri ilie. Nothing remains 
but the bare oai tli, huge trees being torn 
out. The width of the storm was about SO 
yards and it progressed at the rate of St) 
miles an hour. The work of rescue began 
immediately, but »t tlie hour of writing but 
little can be learned of the names of the 
liilled and injured.

The supremo Court ot Teiinosaeo lius 
just rendered a decision atUrming the 
action uf the lower court in the case of 
tlie St«te vs. R. .M. Iving. Tliis case wus 
appealed from tlio Civciiit Court held at 
Troy, Obioii Co., 'J't>nn., liist Miu-cli, and 
has attfiictud imich iittoiitioii mi iiccouiit 
of tho rcliL;ioiis iiuustion involved in it. 
Mr. Kiiiy is !\ iiiunibor .^oi tho Seventh- 
Day Advuiitist ohurcli ; i> sect wliicli ob- 
serves tho sevetitli diiy (Saturday) as the 
Sabbath, in tlio phiee of Sunday, tho first 
day of tho week. The defence hiis 
been made by tho National Religious 
Liberty Association, an organization of 
recent origin, which admits no one into 
its nienibership who does not believe 
in the Christian religion ; but holds that 
tho functions of religion and State are en- 
tirely distinct, and, for interests of both, 
should be kept separate. 

Mr. King is a farmer, and was indicted 
for quietly working on his own pruinises, 
not in sight of any place of j)ublic wor- 
ship. Kone of the witnesses for the 
State testiiied to having been disturbed 
in any way, or to having a knowledge 
that any one else had boon disturbed, 
except that their moral seuse had been 
shocked by seeins; work done on Sunday. 

Tho defendant was first arraigned 
before a justice of the peace, and fined 
tliree dollar:; and costs, amounting in alt 
to about twelve dollars wiiich he jiaid. 
Ho was afterward.s nidicted foi' thi! 
same ofi'enoo by tho grand jury at Troy, 
Obion county, and was convicted and 
fined $75. An appeal was taken to tho 
supremo court ou the plea, (1), that tho 
acts complained of and proven did not 
constitute a nuisance, as charged in tho 
indictment: (2), that the court erred in 
not permitting tho defendant to prove 
that ho had bten once arrested, tried, 
convicted and fined for the sanio olieuco, 
and that he had paid the fine and costs; 
(3), on the ground of appeal of tho Dis- 
trict Attorney-General to the religiou.s 
prejudices of the jury, by his bitter de- 
nunciations of tho roli.r'oi:;. viow.s of the 
defendant, and •.■iiui.Minihiu the sect 
with which he is connected, with tho 
Mormons. 

Tho case will bo taken to ilio Supreme 
Court of the United .'■States. This will 
bo tlio first case involving the constitu- 
tionality of Sunday law.s, that has been 
brought before the United States Su- 
preme C'Urt. 

An associa ion has boon organized in 
Tennessee, tho members of which pledge 
themselves to [)rosecute every violation 
of tho Sunday laws. A number of per- 
sons who observe tho seventh day as the 
Sabbath, aro now under indictment for 
working on Sunday. They are tenacious 
of their faith, and claim the right, under 
tho first and fourteenth ainendnients to 
the Constitution of the United States and 
the Bill of Rights of the State of Tcnnes- 
800, to work oa Sunday. 

In view of recent nioveuients in favor 
of a national Sunday law, and the oppo- 
sition to this and all other religioii.s legis- 
lation, by the National J{eligious Ijiberty 
Association, tho progiess of this case 
through tho court will be watched with 
deep interest by many. 



CCMMEBCIAL PA£AGBAFH». 

According to tho Montreal Gazotto 
there have boon no signs of interruption 
to the generally existing dullness. The 
conditions are not h j .satisfactoiy as tliey 
might bo, tho consumer providing only 
for his necessities and nothing else. It is 
only in lines that are required for manu- 
facturing purposes, such as iron, etc., 
or in groceries and bread stufis, which 
can't be done without, that normal busi- 
ness is jiassing. This indicates pretty 
])lainly the posiiion of thn geneial C(jn- 
suuior, while reports anent tho dry goods 
trade add strong (indorsation to tho view 
outlined above. Things in tho country 
can scarcely be looked upon as satisfac- 
tory, tho recent unfavorable weather 
accentuating tho reports re. tho condition 
of the crops. I'ayniinits aro away be- 
hind tho average for tho month. Re- 
newals, according to all accounts, are 
innnerous, and country customers allege, 
when pressed for paTinent, that they are 
Utterly unable to obtain any return from 
their debtors. Farmers are sold out of 
their old stocks of grain, etc., and hnve 
no resorvo to fall back on, which adds to 
tho tightness of the situation. 

Advices havo been received that 
molasses has gone up in tho West Indic^j 
iwo cents a gallon and the stock is very 
short. 

The Ejiocli, describing the situaticjn in 
New York, says: " Tliero is one underly- 
ing feature of tho general situation which 
should give confidence to huldura. At a 
season, when gold exports usually are 
made, we have enjoyed low rates of 



Sterling exchange. Tho reason is that 
lMiro|)e haa largidy bought our securities. 
The recent si rengtliening of Sterling rates 
appears to cume from light realisations of 
profits on the part of foreign speeiilators 
in our stocks. The silver question has 
inllueiiced nono of the transactions. 
I'jurope think.s nnn'c of the strength and 
resiiurces nf the I'nited States lliau iiiaiij' 
home investors. ' 

How many interior merchants are in n 
l)ositiuu to discount their bills and do not 
realise the saving which might be made 
wore this privilege availed of ? Several 
dealers have recently called attention to 
the fact that by discouming iheyliavo 
made store rent am! I'liough more in ii 
nundjcr of eases to p;iy seveial incident 
items of exi)ense. Tlie aver.igi; rate of 
discount is two per cent, and li^t a dealer 
figure on his monthly purchases "ii I hut 
l)asis, he will find a neat sum wliicii nngh: 
be applied to his profit account with good 
results. There aro nuiny merchants with 
whom it would bo about impossible to 
meet obligations in time to secure the 
discount, but there arc sonn,> among the 
lunnbor who, by a littlo ellort, could 
settle up quicker without inconventeuciug 
them.selves in the least. 

Mr. Brown, statistician of the New 
Yorii Produce lixchange, states that tho 
conilition and acreage of winter and 
s))ring wluiat on .Jinu' 1 jininl to a yield 
of about 4o."j,0t)U,000 bu.':hels. A care- 
fully compiled estimato by the The Now 
York Trade Bulletin justities tho predic- 
tion uf 437,000,000 bushels for tho total 
crop, including 202,500,000 bushels of 
winter and 174,500,000 of spring. This 
is (igured on tho basis of tho acreage and 
condition of each State, although spring 
has materially improved since the govern- 
ment information was ctjllocted on May 
31.

'Po provido for tho maintenance aiid care of 
Public Parks, Squares and Grounds. 



pK IT K\-AC rEI). BY THE MAYOR AND 
' > c'ouneil of t ho Corporation ot the City ot : 
A'ictoria, as follo\r4:— 

(1.) Tho Park Committee shall have tho care 
and custody of oU tho pul^Ic eqnarcs, parka 
and i^rannds belonginK to tho city, subject to 
all such by-laws as may from time to time be 
passed by the said Council. 

(L'.l It shall 1)0 lawful for any police olllcor, 
consliible. caretaker, or other' poivon duly 
atitboii'^cd by the inayoe or any alderman of 
thoaaldciCy, to cxcUido from the said jniblio 
sipiarcs, parks and Krounds, all drunken or 
filthy perions, vnsranta nnd notoriously bad- 
obaraeters, anti to remove therefrom any person 
who is vlolfttinunny by-law of tho City Oounoil, 
oris coinniitlint; any nuisaiieo, or Is Kullt.y of 
any disorderly ediiiliict tlieroiii.

ARE LABOR UNIONS POLITICAL I 

It appeaiK that llio Workingmuii's 
Union of this city took jiivrt in thu liitu 
politiciil contost. This, of courso, itH 
menibors hud ii perfect right to do, but 
why tbsy should chooao to support thu 
Opposition candidates is what we ciiunot 
understftnd. Wo cannot see why work- 
ingmon as workingmen should prefer Mr. 
Beaven and Mr. Grant to Mr. Tumor 
and Mr. Duck. The Opposition ciimli- 
dates hud not done more for woik- 
ingmon thuu the uiuulidiitos who wore 
fiivoruble to tlio tii>voniuient, iiiul wo 
are (|uitu sure thuyaro neither able nor 
■willint; to do more. 

We prosuuio tliat. when workingnuMi 
unite, it ia for objects favorable to the 
interests of their class, and not to furthi r 
the designs of any political faction, or to 
gratify the ambition of any noisy hypocriti- 
cal demagogue. But Jt i.s iinposaibk; t soi; 
how the cause of labor cun bo udvanceil 
by plaomg the inou wlio composed tlio 
late Opposition in this province in power. 

We liave no doubt that workingmen 
know that Union for a good puri)o.se is 
strength, but that Tnion fur no purpo.so 
or an improper purjioso is weakness. A 
workinguiau, like everyone else, has his 
opinions and his preferences in uiatteis 
of politics, and he should not readil)- 
give up his freedom of action. The dan- 
ger of political bossism is one that work- 
ingmen should carefully avoid. Design- 
ing and unsorupulous men have, before 
now, cunningly secured the united vote 
of workingmen not to advance 
the workingmen'a interests, but ti> 
further their own. OiKce and plunder 
wore what they wanted, and they were 
crafty enough to induce labor organiza- 
tions to help them gain their ends, but 
when they wore in office they helped 
themselves and left the workingmen in 
the lurch; This has been done in almost 
every city on this continent. The labor 
organizations are splendid material for 
the demagogues and the boodlers to work 
upon. It is much easier to get the tive 
or six hundred votes of a Union than to 
secure that many voters by individual 
canvassing. To catch the Union vote 
they try all sorts of tricks. They buy up 
such of the leading men in thorn as are 
purchasable, and they are ready to pro- 
mise anything that is demanded of them. 
About election times ihoy are eloquent 
on the hardships auJ the wrongs of thu 
laboring class, their sympathy for the 
worken is unbounded, and the gush they 
jiour out at publij nioetings and elso- 
wlmroi-, absolutely ovc.nvh jlming. ]5ut 
they ail have the time an cv.! to their o>vn 
interest.-i, .uul are calciilaiiiig how much 
nearer iiie wuil» iiii;iiieii .-. iutu.T will briii;; 
them to th.' g.ia! of their umbition. 'I'lic 
bosses and the demagogues are friends 
only to themselves, they look ui)on the 
voters, whether they are workingmen or 
not, as nothing but the means by which 
they aeoomplish their ends. 

When the workingmen unite to attain 
their own objects by their own exertiuns, 
they stand a good chance of succeeding 
if those objects arc at all reasonable; but, 
when thoy unite to aid the politicians, 
the chances are a hundred t(j one that 
thej' will tind themselves sold. We d(j n('t 
[n-etend t(j he able to .-iee very far into the 
future, Iiut wo arc Xi'vy greatly mistiiken 
if the workingmen who united to retin'ii 
Messrs. Beaven, Grant and Milne to the 
Legislative Assembly, will not tind that 
before four years have passed over their 
heads, they have made a very great 
mistake. 

VANITY OF VANITIES. 

We observe by a ([ucstion that has 
been raised in tho East that clergymen 
have not altogether renounced the pomps 
and vanities of this wicked world. Per- 
haps the most empty of all the pomps 
and the most vain of all the vanities of 
tho great world, so-called, is the order of 
precedence on state occasions. One 
would think that this is a matter with 
which tho teachers of tho Christian reli- 
gion would not concern themselves. 
What does it matter to a man whoso 
business is the cure of souls who sits in 
tho places of honor at State ban(|Uot3, 
or who walks lirst in a State procession ? 
It seems to us that it would bo a matter 
o£ perfect indifference to an earnest, faith- 
ful minister of religion who preceded iiim 
when his duty required him to take a 
part in state ceromonial. Tlio place 
allotted to him whether high or low 
would not in tho elightost degree detract 
from or add to his usefulness as a 
t«Bcher of religion. And tlion, again, tho 
ambitioa to take the^ uppermost rooms at 



feasts is one against which he has been 
specially warned by his Great Master. It 
would seem to US that clergymen of all 
ranks and denominations should look 
upon this matter of procedcn-'o with per- 
fect indifForeiice, as something altogether 
beneath their serioua regard. 

But it is evident that there is a gieat 
deal of human nature in clergymen as 
well as in other people, and that it will 
assort itself in spite of all restrictions. The 
table of precedence which has been drawn 
uj) for Canada by people in Great Britain, 
who understand all iibout court oti(iuette 
and state ceremonials, gives precedence 
to archbisho|)s and bishops, and bus no 
recognition at all for clergymen who bo- 
lo»g to denominations which are ncjt 
episcopal. For instance, at a state recep- 
tion, archbishops and bishops of 
tho Anglican and Roman Catholic 
churches are presented to tho 
Governor-General before' tho members 
of the Cabinet. The clergymen of all 
other denomiiiation.s, no matter how 
eminent they may be for their tidents and 
their virtues, or what i)osiLion they lUiiy 
occupy in their respective chm-che.s, are 
obliged to come in with tho rag, tug and 
bobtail of unoflicial and undistinguished 
persons. This may bo annoying to smno 
clergymen, but what, after all, does it 
amount to ? Is Dr. Douglas or Principal 
Grant, or Dr. Caven, any the less able 
or any the less itifluential because they 
do not ait as near the Governar-(ienoral 
or other officially great men at a stale 
dinner as some archbishup or l)ishi)|) that 
ia never heard of, except by the members 
of bis own (.ieniimiiiatiuii, from one year's 
end to the other '. Does it detract in the 
slightest degree from Sir .)uhn Mac- 
donald's real superiority that, us a 
Cabinet Minister, he comes after ox- 
Govemor Dewdney in the table of pre- 
cedence. 

Precjdence makes no man great or 
little, and if little men are allowed by it a 
nioineiitarv superiority nn state occasions 
it seems almost cruel lo begrudge them 
the enipl}' evane:iceiit (li.stiiicliini. As 
with iiidiviiluals, so with clniri-lie.s. The 
denominations which clergymen repre- 
sent are neither increased nor diminished, 
or made more or less influential by the 
place given to their representatives in the 
vice-regal court. Why then need this 
trifle of precedence give any sensible man 
a second thought ? Tho wisest thing 
would be to do away with it, altogether, 
since tho distinctions it makes are con- 
sidered invidious, or to contine it to 
ollicial persons with whom rank has some- 
thing more than social significance. 

APPROPRIATION. 

The London Tinu!S of May .'JOth con- 
tains a letter from Melbourne, dated 
April ;5rd. That letter tells how a nmn- 
bor of persons who went to hear Henry 
George lecture carried out his princiiilo 
of appropriation, but not exactly in the 



single 1 4X scheme, ho does not shuille or 
beat about the bush as some of his ad- 
mirers do in this province who appear lo 
let the people know what liis .system of 
political economy really is. Uo speaks 
right out and does not express himself in 
ambiguous phrases which may mean any- 
thing ot nothing in particular. In a 
lecture which he delivered in Melbourne, 
Australia, in April last ho said : 

"Equal right to land could only be 
secured by treating the land as the \mi- 
porty of the whole people, and taking 
from those who used itarent projiortuneil 
to tho value of the special jn-ivilogo thoy 
received. But to take 'he land and rent 
it out would be only a crude way <if pass- 
ing over to the ideal state of tilings, and 
that wa.s by simjily going back to a form 
ada])ted to our times, to tho idd condi- 
tions. All they need to do was to impose 
under the form of a tax, an obligation on 
the holder of valuable land that would 
take for the common good a preniimn 
amounting to tho value of a special privi- 
lege that ho held. That was what he 
aimed at by tho single tax." 

This is plain enough in all conscience. 
The robbery is to be ellected by placing 
on va'uableland a rent orpremium which 
would make the ownership nothing more 
than a name.

A PARSON'S INCOME, 



With regard to tho iiicouie of thu coun- 
try parson, it may be laid down us a fiiut 
not to be disputed that hardly 1 ])or cent, 
of the country clergy ever touch the full 
amount which chouretically they .uc en- 
titled to I'cceive. In tlio case of imridioa 
ivhero the land is mueh sub-divided, and 
where there are a lunuhui- of amall tithc- 
payora, it nould he aluioat iiujios-silile for 
tie- clergyniaii personally to ccdiuct his 
dues; lie almost invariably oniploy.s 
agent, wlio is nob a likuly man to do his 
work for loTO. Even the aaeiifc can rarely 
got in all the small sums that the small 
folk ought to j);\y. Even lie Iiiia to sub- 
mit to vari' us dcfalcation8,and to oon.sidor 
whetlitritis worth while to press the 
legal rights of his employers too fur. 
Moreover, tho small fidk, from time im- 
mumurial, have expected sumething in 
the shape of a tithe dinner ur a tithe tea, 
for which the diners or the tea-drinkers 
do not pay, you may be suro. This con- 
stitutes a not inconsldei'.'ible .-ibatonieutun 
tlie sum tot.il of rcceipt.s wliieli ought to 
come to hiuid at the tithe audit. Taking 
one year with another, it may he accepted 
as a moderate e.stiuiato that the cnsL of 
collectini,' liis tithe, plus hid dcht.i in 
some shape or ethei, aineuuts to (i per 
cent., and he who guts within 7 per cent, 
gets more than most of as do. Uut the 
law allows of no abatement in respect of 
tlii.s initial cliarge: and hec;iuso tho liiw 
tak(!s u]) this ground, the wurhl .-it lai'gi^ 
URKUuiea that the noniiual yross iiiuoiiie of 
tho boiietico does come into the |icieket nf 
tho incumbent. The world at lirge is 
I |uite certain that Imdy in his si.'iises 
iiialces a return of a iaiL^er ineuine tliau he 
enjoys, and if the [larsuii [iavs in ,£.'51)0, 
)iO(i])le imagine that he does reit get less 
for his living tli;iu that. Tlie wiirhl at 
largo does not kn(jw that tlie par.suu is not 
aslvod to m;d\(; a return. The surveyor 
makes uj) liis books on the tithe eoiiuuut- 
ati<in table for the parish, and on that the 
parson is assessed, whatever he may say.

lignred as heroine.;, v, ith 112 children 
between theai. Of these, 71 children 
wore rescued from watery graves. Eigh- 
teen of tho liusbanda of those married 
heroines were discoverd to bo bigamisis, 
while seven lin' :.;inds had notes found in 
their pockets exposing "everythiug. " 
.•\nd thus is the romance <jf a year reduced 
to figures. 



THE SALMON OU'l'hUOK. 

The .Alaska salmon i«ck will bo heavily 
reduced this season, as lias been hereto- 
fore stated. Those who have been keeping 
track of movements up there figure that 
shipwrecks and fire hove closed three hirgo 
canneries for tho season which were ex 
pected to pack 200,0(X) case.s, A simiUr 
<|uantity, we are told, will not ro;icli the 
market, and tliis reduction (if ;ihiiut lOO,- 
000 cases, with a pro.spect cf a light pack 
at several canneries, will make a l.-ii-'o 
hole in the total pack on tliis coast this 
year, as compared with tho pock of 1889. 
The reduction in prices on the Colnnibia, 
owing to a low and dull market, will force 
the [irice of Alaska salmon so low that 
there will be no prolit wor h iiieutioiiing 
on the season's bus ncss, and few of tho 
.\l,isk;i caiinerios will heopei-ated heav ily, 
if ;it all, next year. Tho forced salo <d' 
the lu st of iho surplus pack of 188!) has 
cleared the market to some extent, and 
there will bo less (r.isli put u|)riereafier if 
that left over cannot In; !i,.|il as iiowseems 
firobable. - Astoria Coluiuliiau.
